Chapter Organization Important 
In order to embark on a full-fledged program either 


in a new chapter or a revitalized older chapter it is 
necessary first to develop sound organization. The of- 
ficers cannot do the job alone. They can provide the 
leadership, create the atmosphere conducive to action, 
and personally put their hearts and souls into obtain- 
ing results, but they cannot do all the detailed work 
necessary to conduct a comprehensive program. A place 
to start in developing plans for action is with the con- 
stitution and by-laws of I.8.P.E. Reread these docu- 
ments, then develop a chapter organization to fulfill 
their expectations. Delegate authority but keep a check 
on progress. A chapter should avoid undertaking too 
many major projects, if the same people are expected 
to do the work on all of them. Pick members for key 
positions not because of enthusiasm alone, but because 
they have capabilities specifically suited for their assign- 
ments. 

Chapter members and their officers also should _keep 


in mind they are part of a three level organization 
the local chapter, the state society and the nations 
society. The chapter is the ‘‘grass roots’’ and it mu: 
keep the state informed of its activities. This can } 
done in two ways; ie., by communication with stat 
headquarters by mail, but far better by making certai 
that chapter representatives attend state board mee 
ings where two-way communication is most effectiy 
Absenteeism at board meetings has been extremely loy 
averaging only slightly over one chapter per meetin 
for the six meetings held during the past year. Despit 
extremely hazardous highways at the time of th 
March session, seventeen of the twenty-one chapters an 
all but one state officer attended the meeting in Decatui 


Special Projects

U.S. G.S. MAPPING 


Topographic maps are now available for all but two 
15’ quadrangles. Still missing are the maps for Odell 
and Flanigan quadrangles. The mapping is done and 
the sheets should be published in 1960. 


The request for appropriation is about the same, or 
even a little more, than for last biennium, around 
$120,000.00. 


The remapping program for the next two years in- 
cludes : 


15—714’ quadrangles in N.E. Ilhnois from Chicago 
to the Wisconsin Line, all to be published late in ’61 
or ’62. 

-2—714’ quadrangle Rockford to Wisconsin Line to 
be available in ’61. 

2—714’ quadrangles Pekin. On these only the con- 
trol work is done. 


2—714’ quadrangles south of Springfield. 


2 or 3—714’ quadrangles new around Kast St. Louis 
and transcribing of several 1: 25000 Army maps to the 
1: 24000 seale to match U.S.G.S. maps. 


11—714’ quadrangles in Hardin County to be pub- 
lished in 1960. 


In addition the control is being run for: 
8—714’ quadrangles near Hardin County. 
In all the present program includes: 


36—714’ quadrangles being done cooperatively be- 
tween State of Illinois and the federal government and 
12 additional maps are being done on the national de- 
fense program. 

For several years these reports of your committee 
on U.S.G.S. mapping mention that a conference is be- 
ing planned to discuss two problems: Namely— 

1) Laying out a program of remapping of the State 
of Illinois. 

2) Develop better means for the 
surveying’’ control monuments.

ETHICS AND PRACTICE COMMITTEE 


This Committee worked cooperatively with the cor- 
responding committee of I.A.C.E. on problems of com- 
petitive bidding for professional services at two Illinois 
cities, practiced by a person not licensed, and filing of 
survey plats by a person not registered as a Land Sur- 
veyor or Professional Engineer. Each case has been 
resolved or investigated sufficiently so that final disposi- 
tion will be made soon. 


One accomplishment was the preparation of a reso- 
lution adopted by the Board of Direction on Septem- 
ber 6, 1958, which spells out conditions under which 
submitting proposals for engineering services are to be 
interpreted as bidding. 


The committee recognizes that there are many areas 
of operation of its work where competent legal advice 
is necessary, and recommends that provisions be made 
so that the Committee can have the benefit of legal coun- 
sel when needed and that provision for such services 
be made in the Society’s budget.

3. Executive Director Goddard reported that, upon 
vestigation of case violation of Professional Engineer- 
ie Act in Peoria, the alleged violator appears to be in 
le process of gaining registration by reciprocity, and 
9 further action by I.S8.P.E. was recommended at this 
me. 

4. Chapter Activities Chairman Housiaux reported 
1 investigation of possibility of new chapters in south- 
n Illinois area, with the recommendation that I.8.P.E. 
eadquarters initiate action toward a meeting of all 
lapters involved to consider rearrangement of chap- 
y areas and the potential membership for new chap- 
rs. 

5. Recommendations of the Legislative Committee 
ere discussed and the following action taken by the 
oard : 


State Legislation 


SENATE BILL 46: The Board categorically op- 
osed the proposal that the Professional Engineering 
et, the Structural Engineering Act, the Land Surveyors 
et, and the Architects Act be placed in a Department 
f Labor and Industry for administration. The Board 
uther empowered the Executive Committee of the So- 
ety, in conjunction with the Legislative Committee, to 
operate with other interested groups and to develop 
n aceeptable alternative to the provisions proposed in 
enate Bill 46. 

Also, the Board empowered the Executive Commit- 
e, with the advice of the Legislative Committee, to 
<plore the proposed positions of Superintendent of 
Jaterways, Superintendent of Highways, Superintend- 
rt of Aeronautics, and the Supervising Architect, as 
itlined in Senate Bill 46, and that if those positions 
ould replace supervising engineers, the Society ask that 
1e Bill be modified to require appointees to such posi- 
ons to be legally qualified to practice under the laws of 
1e State of Illinois. 

Also, if the Superintendents as mentioned heretofore 
re to replace supervising engineers, efforts be made to 


eliminate salaries of such engineering chiefs from the 
Bill. 

The Board took the further position that employees 
in all Departments who are required to have engineer- 
ing education should be eliminated from the adminis- 
tration of the Personnel Code. 

HOUSE BILL 151: This Bill provides that Regis- 
tered Professional Engineers with four years’ experi- 
ence in land surveying may become registered as land 
surveyors without examination. The Board voted to op- 
pose this proposition. 

HOUSE BILL 366: This Bill amends the Profes- 
sional Engineering Act to allow corporations to prac- 
tice professional engineering if the chief executive of- 
ficer or managing agent of the corporation in Illinois is 
a Registered Professional Engineer. The Board opposed 
this proposed amendment in its present form and di- 
rected the Executive Committee to determine whether 
or not an alternate amendment is acceptable providing 
a greater number of registered engineers be required 
in a corporation and to be specifically mentioned in the 
Bill. 


National Congress 


KENNEDY-ERVIN BILL: The Board directed 
that letters be written to Senators from Illinois express- 
ing opposition to that portion of the Bill which would 
tend to place engineering personnel in labor unions with- 
out being allowed to vote upon the matter. 

S. 1119: (Introduced by Senator Humphrey) An 
Act to amend the Davis-Bacon Act to require a pre- 
determination of prevailing salaries and wages on proj- 
ects in which Federal funds are involved to include all 
architects, technical engineers, draftsmen, and technic- 
ians. The Board voted to oppose the inclusion of pro- 
fessional persons in this Bill and authorized the Execu- 
tive Committee to cooperate with J.A.H.E. and other 
interested groups in opposing the expansion of the pro- 
visions of the Davis-Bacon Act as now exists in Public 
Law 627, and to advise the National Society and I.S.P.E. 
Chapters of the action taken. 

6. National Directors McLean and Brown reported 
on N.S.P.E. spring meeting in Birmingham, Alabama, 
pointing out that Illinois is in second place in District 6 
membership contest, after having been in fifth place all 
year. They expressed belief that Illinois can pass Texas 
by April 20, the last day on which members may be 
transmitted to N.S.P.E. to count on this year’s total. 

7. Membership applications were approved as fol- 
lows: 

Under Introductory Membership—66 National mem- 
bers and 53 Engineer-in-Training members. 

By regular application—33 National members and 10 
Engineer-in-Training members. 

8. The report of the Interprofessional Relations 
Committee of I.S.P.E. relating to the problem of grad- 
ing Professional Engineering examination papers was 
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adopted, with the recommendations that I.S.P.E. pro- 
test any changes in grading procedure which might 
weaken the P.E. examination and the status of registra- 
tion.* 

9. The Board approved recommendations submitted 
by the Executive Committee. (See Items 1, 2, 4, and 6 
of Summary of Executive Committee meeting of March 
6.) 

10. The Introductory Membership program was 
voted to remain in effect until altered by the Board. 

11. After discussion of possibility of obtaining car 
license plates with the letters ‘‘P.E.’’ on them (as are 
available in New York), the matter was referred to the 
Pubhe Relations Committee. 

*Note: This matter has since been resolved to the 
satisfaction of the I.S.P.E. and the Professional En- 
gineers’ Examining Committee.

We particu- 
larly appreciate your farsightedness in initiating re- 
organization of the civil administration of the State 
Government to provide more efficient and economic 
operation as embodied in Senate Bill Number 46. We 
wish to emphasize that our organization is interested in 
better day-to-day operations of the State Government. 

As an illustration of our active interest we respect- 
fully refer to our letter dated November 4, 1958, in 
which we suggested a conference to consider ways and 
means to strengthen enforcement of laws administered 
by the Department of Registration and Education. This 
suggestion was made in an attempt to develop more ef- 
fective administration in line with your demonstrated 
desires. 

In reviewing Senate Bill Number 46 we conclude 
certain modifications would provide greater benefit to 
the public: 

(1) It is the opinion of the Illinois Society of Pro- 
fessional Engineers, after careful analysis of the pro- 
posed reorganization, that a division of the functions 
of registration of the Professional Groups among many 
different Departments would tend to be inefficient; be- 
cause it seems many phases of the processing of exam- 
inations and the administration of registration can be 
performed more efficiently, and thus more economical- 
ly, under a Central Department. Therefore, we would 
recommend that the functions pertaining to Professional 
Registration be continued as an entity and that pro- 
visions be made for more effective enforcement of the 
various Professional Acts. 


(2) The Illinois Society of Professional Engineers 
opposes placing the administration of the Professional 
Engineering Act, the Structural Engineering Act, and 
the other related Professional Acts in a Department of 
Labor and Industry. 


We desire clarification of some of the proposals in 
Senate Bill 46. If the position of Superintendent of 
Highways is intended to replace or supercede the fune- 
tions of the Chief Highway Engineer, we would respeet- 
fully request that provisions be made in the Bill to re- 
quire that he be a qualified Engineer consistent with 
the laws of this State and that the salary be commen- 
surate with the responsibilities assigned. We would 
further recommend that such salary equal or exceed 
the schedule of minimum salaries adopted by this So- 
ciety. Copies of this schedule will be made available 
upon request. 


Because the present draft of Senate Bill 46 is not 
clear as to the intent in certain sections, the Professional 
Engineers respectfully request the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in a conference to consider modification. By 
virtue of open discussion we could make specific recom- 
mendations which we believe will be helpful to the Ad- 
ministration in formulating a revised Bill that will pro- 
vide for the public welfare.

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REPORT OF THE 
YOUNG ENGINEERS COMMITTEE 


The main objective of this Committee during 1958- 
was to schedule a Young Engineer’s Night obsery- 
ee at each chapter. Letters were sent to all chapter 
asidents requesting appointment of a Young Engi- 
ors’ Representative to work with the committee in this 
deavor. Ten chapters complied with this request. 
Young Engineers’ Night observances were held in 
1e chapters. Several program featured the recogni- 
n of newly registered engineers. Others consisted of 
nel discussions and talks on subjects of special inter- 
- to young engineers. Plans are already underway in 
iny chapters for similar observances next year. The 
mmittee recommends continued promotion of Young 
igineers’ Night as an annual observance at each chap- 
In accordance with Board of Direction action last 
ar, the committee acted to insure that at least one 
ung engineer is appointed to each of the standing 
mmittees. A young engineer was recommended to 
‘ve on a committee which did not have young engi- 
er representation. Appointment was approved by the 
mmittee chairman. 


EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


Although the subject will be considered further, the 
consensus of the Committee regarding developing and 
sponsoring programs to improve teaching of mathematics 
and the physical sciences, as well as general subjects 
in the secondary schools, was that such an attempt by 
I.S.P.E. at this time would meet with little enthusiasm. 

The Committee recommends continuation of work on 
establishing high school and college Career Day Con- 
ferences and a program for recognition of top college 
and high school students. 


College administration attitude toward formation of 
student chapters was sought and the feasibility of es- 
tablishing student chapters of I.S.P.E. at engineering 
colleges within the State was reviewed. <A set of pro- 
cedures for establishing P. E. Clubs is to be drawn up 
for submission to the Executive Committee. 


The Committee initiated a study to determine the 
extent to which college engineering faculties in Illinois 
are registered as Professional Engineers, with a com- 
parative analysis in medical and legal colleges. The 
engineering survey showed that of the three schools 
reviewed only 33 percent, 49 percent, and 64 percent 
of the faculty members are licensed.

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YOUR DIRECTOR REPORTS 
By C. J. McLEAn 


Messrs. Robert Brown and C. J. McLean attended 
the Board of Directors’ Meeting at Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, February 19-21, 1959. The principal subjects 
of interest to [Illinois members which were discussed 
are as follows: 

The Engineers-In-Industry Committee reported at 
length about the activity of organizations which are 
interested in bringing Professional Engineers into some 
kind of a labor union. These efforts have now been ex- 
tended to university campuses and a speakers bureau 
for the campus activities has been organized, and is well 
financed. N.S.P.E. must be prepared to present its 
story on the university campus as well. 

In the matter of Unity in the engineering profes- 
sion, Mr. Garvin Dyer reported on progress since the 
last meeting in San Francisco. The Functional Plan 
proposed by A.I.E.E. was again endorsed in principal 
at the Birmingham meeting and a kit for the use of 
Chapters in working out local cooperation with other 
Societies in the interest of Unity has been prepared and 
will be sent to all State Society Offices and to all Chap- 
ter Presidents and Secretaries. Chapters are advised 
to be on the lookout for this useful tool for promoting 
Unity in the profession. 

The Ethical Practices Committee reported progress 
on its program to obtain uniform telephone listings and 
recommended a new definition for competitive bidding 
for professional engineering services which was adopted. 
This definition is as follows: 

““Competitive bidding for professional engineering 
services is defined as the formal or informal submission, 
or receipt, of verbal or written estimates of cost or pro- 
posals in terms of dollars, man days of work required, 
percentage of construction cost, or any other measure 
of compensation whereby the prospective client may 
compare services on a price basis prior to the time that 
one engineer, or one engineering organization, has been 
selected for negotiations. The disclosure of recom- 
mended minimum or median fee schedules prepared by

various engineering societies is not considered to const 
tute competitive bidding.’’

The winter meeting will b 
held at Des Moines, Iowa, and the fall meeting in Vir 
ginia.

Cognizant of the fact that publicity and public re- 
lations encompass all engineering and professional ac- 
tivities of the State, Chapter and individual members, 
this Committee’s ultimate goal is to educate every en- 
gineer to seek and obtain proper recognition for the ef- 
forts and accomplishments of the profession. The work 
of the Committee included preparation of an inventory 
of our activities and needs to serve as a guide for pres- 
ent and future work, along with a further reeommenda- 
tion that consideration be given to an annual award for 
the chapter making greatest strides in chapter publica- 
tions. 


REPORT ON STUDY OF 
EGYPTIAN CHAPTER ACTIVITIES 


Information gathered while in the area indicates: 

1. That the comparatively sparse distribution of en- 
gineers and J.S.P.E. members in the area could be turned 
to an advantage, since there is no technical society activ- 
ity in the area. 

2. That the greatest potential in membership appar- 
ently is among highway engineers and consulting en- 
gineers. 

3. That there is a dormant interest in I.8.P.E. in 
the area and some means of reviving activity is needed. 

4. That the Egyptian Chapter had its first meeting 
in eight or ten months on February 19, 1959. 
CONCLUSIONS: 

From the study of this overall situation, it seems 
that some re-arrangement of Chapter areas is desirable. 
This re-arrangement should break the area into smaller 
divisions rather than consolidating them. It appears 
that Effingham, Mt. Carmel, Mt. Vernon and Carbondale 
could serve as the bases for new (but smaller) Chapter 
areas. 

The I.S.P.E. should take an activity into the region 
as soon as it is practicable to do so. This activity should 
possibly take the form of a general round table meeting 
open to all members and non-members with the state 
officers participating. The purpose of the meeting would 
be to discuss professional problems, the re-arrangement 
of chapter areas, and the re-vitalization of chapter ac- 
tivities. Any such meeting would need to be scheduled 
for a Saturday because of the travel distances involved. 
Action to re-arrange areas should be accomplished only 
with the consent of the chapters and members involved. 
RECOMMENDATIONS: 

In light of this discussion, it is recommended that the 
State Office initiate action in cooperation with the chap- 
ters concerned to arrange at an early date for a general 
meeting in the area.

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REPORT OF THE 
CIVIL DEFENSE COMMITTEE 


In making a report of such a committee as the Civil 
Defense Committee, we begin with the full knowledge 
that any tangible results may be hidden in the abstract 
phrase ‘‘Yes, I know about Civil Defense’’, But it 
would seem that in an organization such as ours the re- 
sults should be more definite. 

What should be the function, the responsibility of 
the members of Illinois Society of Professional Engi- 
neers? What can you as a member of the Society do? 

1. Go to your local Civil Defense Director and of- 
fer your services.. Ask to be assigned to the engineer- 
ing branch of the organization. 


2. As an engineer you should make your peculiar 
talents available in helping to set up the overall organi- 
zation. 

3. At the moment there seems to be in the offing a 
multi-billion dollar shelter program. If this goes through 
there will be need for many hundreds of engineers to 
design and construct the many shelters needed. 


4. In ease of either a natural disaster or one caused 
by enemy action, you would know whether certain struc- 
tures were safe or should be torn down, or whether res- 
cue work could safely be carried on. 


5. The restoration of services such as electric, gas, 
water, and sanitary service would be a job for which 
you would be fitted. 


6. The job of rebuilding, and the reconstruction of 
roads, bridges and other structures would be yours and 
no-one could do it as well as you. 


7. If you are appointed as chairman of the Civil 
Defense Committee of your chapter you should obtain 
various pamphlets which are available from your local 
Civil Defense organization and distribute them to all 
engineers in the area whether they are members of the 
Society or not. The Madison Chapter of the Society 
held a program on Civil Defense this year which was 
watched with intense interest by the members. Ques- 
tions asked displayed the deep concern they felt for the 
situation. 


8. As a member of the Society and as a member 
of a community of free men you should feel it your duty 
to help. Join your local Civil Defense as an engineer 
who is capable of and who is willing to do so.
